itatioh!* is for national prosperity at home and «om- 
iiicrcial -nprcni.TCN ahroad. .\inericj. with the f^.ieon 
td vigor of the m w worUl coursing through the veins 
of her vast empire, has by peaceful conquest woo the 
v.iiitaRC pmund in this modern \N;irt"are. It is ir.w ihc (htl\ of every 
American citizen, by the use of all lioiuirable iiieani and effort, not onlv 
to maintain the prestige already gained, biit to widen the field for th 
exportation of .\;ncrican prodiuts, until onr marktts ahroad arc coin- 
nieiisiirate wilh the almost inexhaustible resources of this grtat republic. 

.\jnong the. most powerful of the agencies employed in accomplish- 
ing this shuiild be oar consular icrxicr, and will he if organ ixed along 
proper lines. 

.Xny plan of reorganization of the present system sliould be %o 

fr.iincd a> to clothe iMir consnls «ilh jxiwers ciiahlin^ ihein to advance 
our interests aKt>res^ively and to a successful issue. This can be best 
accomplished by dignifying the oflRce, enlarging it* powers, and by the 
:i|ipointinent of men who thronijh s;v. -ial irainiiij; liavc lieCQnK eminently 
qualified and equipped for the duties tluy are to assume. 

With the consular service elevated to the digiihy of a leanted profes- 
sion, incnir.bents .shonld he jjiven mor«' initiative, ami many of ttu- re- 
straints and much of the oflkial red tapeisni which now exists could \>c 
•afely elimtnatet!. This would reiwh in the eniargrtnent of our interests 
ahroad. and i nr rmiMiIs would \x- Ixtter pnji.irc.l to dial with the com- 
plex problems that continually cmifroni them. .\ good command of 
the native language, which in addition to the distinctive attributes of the 
.\iiuTioan ch.iracter. such ;»s inditslr\, <|nickiiess ,>f perci'plion aiH .in 
accurate jfrasp of a new situation, as well as the ability to reco^ir/c op- 
portunities and turn them to practical account, will be a power that will 
make it<clf fdt in the pros|H*rity antl welfare of the nation. 

In order to gtiard against political iiiitrfcrence or inllnciice in th- 
appointments of consuls or in their promotion, it is mv belief, speaking 
in ihc inti rest .>f ocr mamifacliirers .iiid c\i>ortcrs, that the liesi results 
ctiuld be .'•btaiiied by placing this branch of the ser\ice immetliaiely >,uh- 
ordinate to the departmait of comnterce and labor. This department, 
as recently organi/td. i> char^jcd with the puhlicatiiMi of consular re- 
ports, the compilation of .statistics relaiue to our coninurce, and is 
tntstcd with our ctenmercial ^pterests lii»th at home and abroad. an<l is. 
thcrtforc, in a position to direct our considar forces to the best ail\,in 
tage. .\flfairs of a bnail or diploniaiir nature could be well looked alter 
by unr ambassadors and ministers.
